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The President 
Wins Over T VA 


A sleepy, angry, weary Senate 
sustained the President’s execu- 
tive decree creating a private 

power plant in 
the TVA area, 
just over the 
river from 
Memphis in 
Arkansas. 

But the issue 
is by no means 
resolved. 

The political 
discussion on 
the floor of the 
Senate is ended. 

But it will move into the cam- 
paign. 

Officially, as proclaimed from 
the White House, the purpose 
was budget economy. More 
electric power is needed in the 
TVA area. The TVA wanted to 
provide it by building the plants 
to produce it. This would have 
made it necessary to increase 
the budget in the amount of the 
capital costs. The President 
issued an order that the Atomic 
Energy Commission sign a con- 
tract under which a private 
power company would build the 
plant. It would borrow the 
money by putting up the govern- 
ment contract as security. 

This “chosen instrument” 
method was immediately under 
attack in the Senate—as have 
been the several efforts to select 
one air line as a “‘chosen instru- 
ment”’ in transatlantic operations. 


Opposition 


There were three points de- 
veloped by the opposition. 

1. Competitive bidding was not 
employed. 

2. The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission was obviously disturbed 
at being made a vehicle through 
which private power would move 
against public power. The AEC 
properly has sought to remove 
itself from political factionalism. 
It feared, with reason, that once 
it was placed in the middle of 
the private-public power con- 
troversy, appointments to the 
Atomic commission would be 
judged as much on their atti- 
tudes toward private power as 
on their ability to serve the 
AEC. In other words, the AEC 
would inevitably become a po- 
litical power board. 

3. The chosen instrument, 
selected without competitive 
bidding, was to receive all the 
basic tax exemptions granted 
‘TVA. It was argued that it made 
no sense to attack TVA on this 
basis and then grant it to priv- 
ate power. 

After a long debate the Presi- 
dent was sustained. 

The debate itself was not 
without its paradoxes. Many a 
private industrial interest was 
lined up in opposition to the 
“chosen instrument’’ plan be- 
cause TVA does provide cheap- 
er rates. 

There were others w h 0 
charged that there was not any 
private enterprise involved since 
the free operation of the competi- 
tive system was not permitted to 
operate. 

New England’s industries gave 
the President unanimous sup- 
port. Construction of the private 
plant is expected to raise the 
price of electric’ power in the 
TVA area and this will narrow 
the gap between TVA and New 
England power rates. 


Export TVA 


The administration itself has 
not made its position clear. For 
example, Eric Johnson has just 
returned from the Holy Land 
where he present d TVA to the 
Arabs and Israeli factions who 
-war over the Jordan River wa- 
ters, as a magnificent illustra- 
tion of what the United States 
has done. 

Therefore, the administration 
is in the unusual position of call- 
ing TVA creeping socialism at 
home, but pushing’ the idea to 
the feuding people along the 
River Jordan as a fine and de- 
sirable U. S. export commodity. 

The President has said he 
wishes to keep TVA as it is, 
but .his decree drives a salient 
into it. There are many para- 
doxes. 

At issue, of course, is whether 
public power will be expanded, 
halted where it is, or broken and 
forced back. As best as can be 
determined, a small number of 
private companies would like it 
to be kept where it is, knowing 
full well the political implica- 
tions of higher power rates if 
TVA be destroyed. But it seems 
fair to say a majority would 
prefer it broken up. What we are 
seeing is an inevitable and 
natural fight which has gone on 
in this country for a long, long 
time and which will continue. 

The Senate’s decision will be 
an issue in the November elec- 
tion.

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Surrender Certainly 
Is No ‘Alternative’ 


President Eisenhower told his news 
conference Wednesday that in accepting 
the Indochinese truce terms, the United 
States must make the best of a bad bar- 
gain. He admitted that this government 
could offer no better alternative than 
that accepted by the French. 

No American president in recent his- 
tory has admitted such outright defeat. 
No president, either, has made the bald 
statement that American leadership has 
not been able to offer an alternative to 
such defeat. 

Vice President Nixon’s proud boast 
that at last “the country has a secretary 
of state who refuses to knuckle down to 
the Communists” is revealed as a supreme 
example of cynicism. In fact, all his ac- 
cusations against Dean Acheson and the 
Democrats about softness to communism, 
become increasingly ridiculous. More than 
12,000,000 more Asians have been deliv- 
ered to the Communists. 

As far as resistance to the Communists 
goes, the Democrats at least had the cour- 
age to resist outright aggression. Once 
they recognized this aggressive conspiracy 
for what it was, they took determined steps 
to stop it. They not only sought but they 
found an “alternative” and had the po- 
litical and physical courage to put it into 
effect. 

As hard as Secretary Dulles and the 
administration attempt to disassociate 
themselves from the Indochinese truce 
terms, it is impossible. France had to 
seek a way out after our vacillating poli- 
cies left them no alternative. The Com- 
munists called our bluff and got away 
with it. | 

In refusing to sign the agreement—al- 
though we backhandedly supported it— 
the United States has given the Reds fresh 
propaganda meat for use in Asia. “See,” 
they point to us, “the capitalist Americans 
are the only ones who want war.” 

No, the United States cannot write off 
Indochina without accepting its responsi- 
bility for it. 

And speaking 
Dulles and his State Department had best 
be thinking about some way to save Thai- 
land—the next country on the Communist 
timetable for conquest. They had best 
start thinking of some way to prevent the 
Reds from turning this victory in Indo- 
china to a conquest of all Asia. 

After all, the GOP is now directing 
this contest with communism. It cannot 
escape the consequences of leadership by 
blaming it on the Democrats any longer. 
Somewhere, somebody must start finding 
some alternatives. 


More County Agents 
Add to State’s Potential 


The announcement that six Georgia 
counties are getting 22 additional farm or 
home demonstration agents—enough to 
provide an agent for each 300 farm fam- 
ilies—is indeed significant. The results 
will provide guidance for those planning 
future agricultural programs. 

Another 18 agents are being employed 
also in other counties where the needs are 
great. A total of 40 additional agents will 
be serving the farmers in areas where the 
opportunity for service is greatest. 

Work of Georgia’s Extension Service 
agents has been a contributing factor to 
the agricultural revolution that has been 
going on in the state. The rising rate of 
farm income and the improved living 
standards of rural people are tributes to 
their efforts. 

Recently Dean Murray and other offi- 
cials of the College of Agriculture have 
pointed out that farm income can be in- 
creased tremendously with application of 
the knowledge now available. There’s no 
limit to the opportunities if farmers them- 
selves can be made to realize what can be 
done. 

County agents and home demonstra- 
tion agents are teachers. They are taking 
this information to the farmers. The re- 
sult should be a steadily rising standard 
of income and rural living in the state. 

These agents need help from all other 
groups serving agriculture—state and lo- 
cal. There’s still a long way to go.

Germany Pays Honor 


To Hitler’s ‘Traitors’ 


Dr. Theodore Heuss, president of West 
Germany, paid tribute Monday to those 
who 10 years ago sought to assassinate 
Adolf Hitler and stop World War II. It 
was part of ceremonies throughout the 
republic honoring the men who were shot 
or hanged for their role in the plot. 

Dr. Heuss’ words were strange. He said 
it was wrong to consider those people as 
traitors, that the name of Germany had 
been “soiled, besmirched by the dishonor, 
cowardice and brutality of the Nazis.” He 
cited this; passage from Hitler’s book, 
“Mein Kampf”: 

“If a people is led to destruction with 
the aid of governmental power, it is not 
only the right but the duty of every mem- 
ber of this people to rebel. Human rights 
supersede the rights of state authority.” 

Hitler’s Germany did not rebel, of 
course. The police rule he clamped over 
the nation was too tight for that. He ig- 
nored or destroyed all human rights and 
made every German a slave to the state 
and the supreme power vested in him. He 
made a mockery of decency, honor and 
morality. 

The Germans, as have so many people 
before Hitler and since his unlamented 
demise, failed to see the chains being 
forged for them. They were their own vic- 
tims as have been people throughout the 
ages who failed to make the fight for 
freedom. 

Dr. Heuss’ words soundstfange, in- 
deed. A people who could acceptja Hitler 
now turn for leadership to Heuss and 
Adenauer. And the world hopes that this 
evidence of turning to democracy provides 
permanent insurance against the rise of 
another Hitler out of the ashes he left be- 
hind. 
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American People Pay 


Their Debts on Time 


Americans are paying their bills on 
time, says John J. Snite, president of the 
National. Consumer Finance Association. 
In fact, less than 1 per cent of consumer 
finance loans are being defaulted at the 
present time. 

Noting an increase in borrowing to pay 
for consumer purchases, Mr. Snite says 
that the rate of repayment shows the 
American public is “vitally concerned 
about the orderly liquidation of personal 
debt.” 

During the period from January 
through May, the executive points out 
that licensed consumer companies loaned 
about $2,825,000,000 to about 9,000,000 
people. 

That’s a heap of borrowing by a lot 
of people. It all adds up, however, to good 
business, high employment and rising liv- 
ing standards. As long as the latter situ- 
ation exists, people will continue to liqui- 
date their debts and business will remain 
stable. 


Automatic Phone Cutoff 
Would Be a Blessing 


Subscribers to an independent phone 
system in southern Indiana complained 
that the company was cutting all calls 
off after three minutes. They asked the 
public service commission to investigate. 

The commission found the maximum 
allowed by the company was six minutes. 
It decided that was long enough. One of 
the commissioners said, “It keeps women 
from getting on the line and gabbing all 
day.” 

Although believing in freedom of 
speech, we must say there is much com- 
mendable about the Indiana public serv- 
ice commission’s ruling. There are few 
phone calls running more than six min- 
utes in which at least one party to the 
conversation wouldn’t be grateful for an 
automatic cutoff.

In contrast to the socialistic 
trend under the New Deal and 
the Fair Deal, the Eisenhower 
administration set out~to recog- 
nize in the new tax law the basic 
idea that a dividend payment 
should have some tax relief for 
the investor. While the amount 
is relatively small, the new bill 
just out of conferences does rec- 
Ognize the principle of opposition 
to double taxation. Yet there are

prise. 

The same ideological prejudice 
has arisen on the issue of public 
versus private power.

Many taxpayers in 
the North and West and East are 
taxed heavily to pay for a local 
power development that serves 
only one region. 

The debate in the Senate this 
week about atomic power in- 
volves the same basic question. 
If atomic energy is to be solely 
a government development, then 
the government will control many 
business enterprises directly or 
indirectly. Instead of leasing the 
facilities to the highest bidders 
and letting private capital do the 
jcb—and supply the government 
with taxes out of its profits— 
there are some Republicans and 
many Democrats who believe in 
government ownership. But there 
isn’t much difference between 
putting the government in the 
power business and putting it 
into the food-store business or ia 
the management of department 
stores. Then almost everybody 
would be employed by the gov- 
ernment, as in Soviet Russia.

“We're all a part of each other,” she said. “I can’t really 
hate the sorry, no-’count, good-for-nothing man. I remember the 
day I lost hold of my fine contempt for him.

The best way to tell if your 
child's shoes fit correctly is to 
examine the shoes.

If 
the front part of the sole shows 
greater wear, the shoes are too 
short. 
SHOPPING 

Here are some things to re- 
member when you go shopping 
for school shoes this fall: 

1. Have the child's feet meas- 
ured while he is standing up. 

2. Shoes should be one-half 
inch longer than the longest toe. 

3. The widest part of the shoe 
should come at the widest part of 
the foot. If you can pinch up a 
slight bulge of leather over the 
top of the shoe at its widest 
points, the shoe is the correct 
width. 

4. Shoes should fit snugly at 
the heel, to avoid rubbing. 

5. Always have the child try 
on both shoes. One foot often is 
larger than the other, Fit the 
larger foot. 

6. Examine the inside of the 
shoe for rough seams, 
uneven insole finish or other im- 
perfections which would make 
the shoe uncomfortable. 

7. Correct size in stockings is 
just as important as proper fit 
in shoes. They should be one- 
half inch longer than the foot.

Campers Pack Food and Shelter

Would you believe that travel 
is cheaper than staying at 
home? Three Atlanta families 
are proving it so. 

Mr: and Mrs. J. Ralph Kemp, 
mm. &. B., 
sought the ost educational 
and pleasureful way to spend 
two weeks’ vacation with their 
two daughters, Anita and Anne, 
and came up with camping as 
the solution. 

Joined a year ago by Mr. and 
Mrs. E. Floyd, 161 Adel St., SE, 
and their two sons Bobby and 
David, the two families found 
that a camping trip through the 
Carolinas was actually more 
economical than the same 
length of time spent at home. 

Saturday the two families load- 
ed food, clothing and shelter 
for a two week jaunt to Okla- 
homa—eating and sleeping out. 


This time they are joined by 
‘Mr. and Mrs. Bob Dempsey and 
_their two daughters Bertha and 


Earnestine, 17 Pine Cir., NE, 
making the crowd an even dozen. 


ROADSIDE COOKING 


A three-burner gas stove plus 
a small oven to be used on the 
burner or open fire, keep the 
12 pioneers well fed at road- 
and dinner. 


Mrs. Kemp, a home eco 
nomics teacher at Southwest 
High School, plans menus in ad- 
vance and packs two weeks’ 
supply of staples before their, 
now ‘annual, jaunt. Perishables 
are picked up along the way. 
Three days’ meat supply was 
placed in cellophane bags and 


packed in ice. The ice supply 
is replenished once a day. 

“Powdered milk comes in 
handy for drinking and eating 
purposes,’’ said Mrs, Kemp. An 
osterizer is used for mixing and 
can be plugged into an outlet in 
the car or operated while 
stopped at a filling station. 

Canned biseuits are picked up 
along the way or packed in ice 
with the meat supply. 

HELP FROM RANGERS 

Mr. and Mrs. Kemp admit 
that help received along the 
way is invaluable. Forest rang- 
ers contacted .in various loca- 
tions assist in finding camp- 
ing sights and scenic spots 
not always known to tourists. 

Tents, air mattresses and 
sleeping bags make for good 
sleeping under the stars, and 
‘Rain makes sleeping even bet- 
ter’? says Mrs. Kemp. 

Total cost for staples for the 
12 people bought before time of 
departure was $28.55. They plan 
to live two weeks on $50. food 
cost. Mrs. Kemp declares, ‘‘We 
can do it, too.’’

COOKED SMOKED SAUSAGE: 
Frankfurters, bologna, ham style 
bologna and knackwurst: are in 
this class. Generally they are 
made from fresh uncured meats, 
all beef, or part beef and pork. 
They are fully cooked and smok- 
ing takes place after cooking. 


UNCOOKED SMOKED SAU- 
SAGES: Most popular in the 
mid-west are smoked country 
pork sausage, mettwurst, and 
Polish sausage. The first two 
contain pork, and the Polish vari- 
ety usually contains pork and 
beef. All three require further 
cooking by sauteing, broiling, or 
cooking in water. 

COOKED SAUSAGES: Liver 


sausage comes under this head- 
ing. Fresh liver sausage becomes 


braunschweiger when ft ig 
smoked and more highly sea 
soned. 


DRY OR SEMI-DRY SAU- 
SAGES: These are meats which 
are highly seasoned and dried 
after smoking. Salami, cervelat, 
thuringer cervelat, and pepper- 
oni are some. They are ready to 
serve and will keep indefinitely 
in a cool place. 


LUNCHEON MEAT: There is 
wide variety here, and all are 
fully cooked. They include head 
cheese, veal and ham loaves.
